WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Spot goods of all kinds are selling at top prices—Futures 
are being refused by canners—The Government advises 
Conservation of all food resources—The duty of the 
canner in war. 


A glance at the Daily Market reports will show that 
the packers of corn are about entirely out of the market 
on both spots and futures. What few spots are left are 
salable at any price the holders care to ask, or will be 
before many days, and certainly before any new guods 
can come upon the market. Price, therefore, is of no 
consideration, and the market may be considered closed 
upon this article, for spots. 

As for future corn, the sales have been so heavy, in 
view of the uncertain can supply, that most canners are 
refusing to consider further business, and this would 
seem to be the wise policy. 

As to spot tomatoes, these same Daily Market re- 
ports will show that there have been some sales, but not 
of any great consequence. And it should be borne in 
mind that the reports of sales are now more general and 
from a vastly increased number, than ever before, as the 
fact that there is no special charge for membership in 
this reporting plan, and every tomato canner has been re- 
quested to contribute and take part. Consequently the 
showing made by these sales is of more importance than 
formerly, when comparatively few reported. Spot toma- 
toes are growing very scarce and the top price is a rule 
of the market. This price is quoted anywhere from $1.80 
to $1.90 for No. 3 and at from $1.40 to $1.50 for No. 2’s, 
with No. 10’s held from $5.50 up. 

Future tomatoes are governed by the same forces 
that are influencing future corn, and the packers are not 
anxious sellers. There was a class of canner who did 
not open future prices until very recently, notably the 
Baltimore canners, but they have been bought off the 
market in short order, and with a speed that took their 
breath away. This despite the fact of high prices, as

$1.40 was the bottom figure. with all of them, and as high 
as $1.45 has been made Here again the question ot a 
sufficient can supply enters in, and coupled with this the 
declaration of war, which insures an extremely heavy call 
for canned tomatoes as rations, will have the effect of 
stopping all further sales. Price again is of minor con- 
sideration in this, both for spots and futures, and the 
market will wait developments, with the certainty of 
advancing prices rather than possible decline. 

Spot peas are reported about cleaned up in Wiscon- 
sin, and as there were known light stocks in other locali- 
ties, this may be taken as the end of the spot pea market 
throughout the country. Taking into consideration stocks 
in jobbers’ hands, together with what few may be in 
packers’ hands the supply of canned peas is better than 
of any other staple vegetable. Futures in this article are 
said to be well sold up, and the packers showing no in- 
terest in further orders. There will be a demand for 
dried peas from Government quarters that may make the 
securing of acreages by the canners even harder than it 
has been, and there have been plentiful complaints on 
this score to date. 

We cannot do better than repeat our admonition to 
the industry, given last week, that it would be well not 
to sell further of futures at any price. The Government 
is now working with all its power to induce everyone to 
conserve the food supply of the country, because it is 
seen that all the food possible to produce will be needed 
to feed ourselves and the rest of the world, much of 
which is dependent upon us, and in a particular way now 
that we have joined issue with them. 


It therefore becomes the duty of the canners to bend 
every effort to the promotion of a maximum amount of 
foods of every kind, taking on new articles if possible or 
convenient, and it would seem to us that these goods 
should be free and open for the market and not bound up 
through previous contract. The packer will place him- 
self in better position by being able to tell the Govern- 
ment that he has, upon demand, certain quantities of a 
certain food, or that he can produce such quantities, rath- 
er than have to report, when asked, that his entire output 
is contracted for. And the packer will undoubtedly fair 
better with his goods open for demand; that is the price 
will almost certainly be better. There is considerable 
need now to take the dollar-blinders off and substitute 
patriotism, realizing that the industry is the wholesale 
kitchen of the country, and will become more and more 
important as the days go by. If the supply of these 
kitchens is obliged to pass through previous contract 
hands, the canner will be placed in a false position, and 
certainly get no credit for his good work. This has no 
bearing upon contracts made previous to the declaration 
of war; but the entire situation is changed now that this 
declaration has been made. 

America has the task of feeding three-quarters of the 
globe, and the canners are the chief providers of this 
food ; it becomes their duty to encourage production, and 
to gather every particle of that production, available over 
present needs, and preserve it for later times, or for dis- 
tant points, and we vouch for the canners that they will 
live well up to these expectations. The Civil War made 
the canned foods industry, this war will make it the 
recognized commissary department of the world, and the 
pantry upon which practically every household will de- 
pend in years to come. The one gave impetus to it, the 
other is bringing it full recognition, The duty of the 
canners in this emergency is plain. 


NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


~ Pulpmakers To Meet.—Secretary C. M. Dashiell, of the Tri- 
State Packers’ Association, writes us ‘that there will be a special 
meeting held at the Hotel Dupont, Wilmington, Delaware, on May 
dd, for the consideration of all matters pertaining to the making of 
tomato pulp. There promises to be such a rush, into this line of 
business this season that it it deemed advisable to have a meeting 
wherein the proper methods to be employed in the making of this 
product can be thoroughly considered. In this sense it will be an 
educational meeting, and since the Government’s requirements on 
tomato pulp are very rigid, it would be well for all intending 
manufacturers to be present and get the pointers. 


It is promised that there pwill be addresses by men prominent in 
the manufacture of pulp, from the East and West; that Dr. Bige- 
low, of the Laboratories of the National Canners’ Association, 
and Dr. Howard, of the Bureau of Chemistry will be on hand and 
give valuable information along this line... Makers of pulp and 
intending makers of this article should jot this date down on their 
calendars—and be present.

In addition to all the fine time 
they have aaways served, along with the viands, etc., in addition 
to being numbered with the most gentlemanly, finest appearing, 
best dressed, jolliest gatherings of business men on earth, they 
promise a rare surprise that will be enjoyed and approved by all.

It is prob- 
able that the list of weights pwhich will be adopted at this meeting 
will “ accepted as final and metric equivalents for the same pre- 
pared.

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The New York Market 


A fair demand exists and jobbers are interested—Exhausted Stocks and unusual demand 
ahead—Prices seem sure to advance—This realization causing buyers to seek goods— 
Tomatoes firm, likewise corn, peas and other articles—Fruits are quiet -The various 


articles in detail. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, April 6, 1917. 

The Market.—A fair demand seems to prevail in substan- 
tially all the leading varieties of canned foods and buyers show 
rather more than the average interest in offerings. In general 
conditions haven’t changed much in a week, but the movement 
into consumption seems to have increaséd slightly and holders 
are less disposed to accept anything below full outside prices. 
This applies to one article as well as another, and sellers seem 
to be in no mood to consider possible reductions. 
all prices are firm and in the present state of things no indi- 
catios of a reduction igs noted. Buying goes on, but always at 
full range and chiefly in small lots. Meantime, holders are 
taking account of stocks and see in the present state of affairs 
no promise of more than enough to carry them through the 
year until the new pack is ready for delivery. The principal 
buying months of the year are to come and it is four months 
to the harvest. If they see exhaustion ahead it is not surpris- 
ing. They see, too, an extraordinary demand created by call- 
ing many thousands of men to the colors. While this means 
little more than shifting the points of consumption trade, chan- 
nels are changed and the market will have to adjust itself to 
the demand tending in new directions. Prices will advance 
because of the influence of purchasing in large lots, but beyond 
that the difference will not be serious ultimately. Vegetables 
are all scarce and the price tendency is upward. Fruits are 
about the samé and the conditions which surround the depart- 
ment are unchanged. Fish is scarce and the price tendency 
is upward. In fact, all along the line the change is slight in 
any direction, but is usually upward instead of downward. In- 
quiries are numerous, but they do not always lead to sales. It 
would appear that economy is a matter of importance in the 
present situation. 

Tomatoes.—So far as can be seen the situation remains 
firm and the tendency of prices is upward upon substantially 
all holdings. With the two principal months for distribution 
at hand and four months to the harvest, the conditions are not 
altogether promising. Remembering these things, buyers are 
taking more goods than they have done from the spot market 
and sellers of futures report about the same experience during 
the week. Full standard No. 3s are held at $1.80@1.85, with 
No. 2s quoted at $1.40 and NO. los at $5.50. Movement seems 
to be somewhat restricted, and while numerous inquiries are 
received, actual sales are never in large lots. Buyers are un- 
questionably showing increased interest, however, and appar- 
ently some business will shortly result. Futures ap- 
pear to be rather quiet, though holders want $1.40, the same 
as they have been asking. For No. 2s, $1.00 is quoted and 
$3.50 for No. 10s. The general situation with reference to 
acreage and other troublesome questions connected with the 
coming canning season are not yet satisfactorily adjusted. 

Corn.—Spot holdings are steady, with $1.45 @1.50 f. o. b. 
factory quoted for good stock and very little to be obtained, 
even at these figures. New York fancy is out of the market 
and New York standard is quoted at $1.60. Maryland Maine 
style is steady at $1.65, with Indiana standards at $1.55. 
Maine fancy is hard to get and the inside quotation on known 
brands is $1.75. Futures are inactive and very little is said 
about them. The general situation is unchanged, and the out- 
look for the coming crop is not promising. Acreage is likely 
to be reduced and it is quite impossible to determine what the 
outcome may be. 

Peas.—The market is not active and sales are confined to 
the quantities actually wanted for immeditae use. No one is 
buying beyond that. Futures are neglected at the moment and 
business in any grade is very limited. Extra sifted early Junes 
are held at $1.45, and standards at $1.15. Sifted are quoted 
at $1.35. Seconds are up to $1.05. They could have been 
bought 50c lower a year ago. What the acreage will be the 
coming season is quite impossible to determine. From reports

that have come from producing centers the situation is not 
altogether what packers would like to see. 

String Beans.—Stocks are light and prices are firm, as 
previously quoted. No. 1s are held at $2.20 and No. 2s at 
$1.70. Maryland greens are quoted at $1.00 for No. 2s and 
The supply is not large, but because of the 
high prices movement is restricted and the supply will, there- 
fore, last longer than it would with free buying. 

Asparagus.—Prices of goods from second hands are firm, 
but the supply is virtually out of first hands. The trade thinks 
sufficient stock is in hand to satisfy all requirements until after 
the new pack is ready for delivery, though this might not hold 
good if the demand should suddenly take a spurt. Reduction 
of stocks on hand has been rapid despite the fact that fresh 
stock is available. 

Baked Beans.—Movement is limited, but prices rule high 
and few buyers want to pay them for the goods they are tak- 
ing now. Holders say that the increase in demand which might ° 
follow extraordinary movements now in progress will virtually 
clean up the supply available. 

Succtotash.—Only New York pack is available, and that 
is quoted at $1.40. Buying is on a limited scale and the mar- 
ket remains firm because of scarcity rather than because of 
brisk requirements. 

Spinach.—The market shows a little more activity and 
prices are firm at $1.65 for No. 2s, $2.20 for No. 3s and $6.10 


for No. 10s. Not much increase in individual orders is re- 
ported, but there are more orders. 


Fruits.—Business on the spot is quiet, but the situation 
is unchanged. Supplies now available here are not large and 
any considerable increase in buying would result in improved 
prices. Stocks are considered low for the season, and in some 
lines it is difficult to find an assortment. The situation re- 
mains practically unchanged with reference to futures. Not 
much buying is done, most:of the trade preferring to hold off 
and await developments. Meanwhile holders are firm in their 
views and refuse to concede anything in prices. 


Apples.—No change reported in the market. Business is 
largely in small lots and holders are reluctant to allow their 
stock to go unless they obtain full prices. New York No. 10s 
ee at $3.20, while Maryland No. 10s remain steady 
at $2.75. 

Peaches.—California varieties are held firmly on the 
basis of $1.70 for No. 2% standards. For extra standards 
$1.80 is asked. Southern pack show little change, excepting 
that movement has increased a bit upon some grades. Holders 
appear to be firmer in their views, but little movement is in 
progress, and therefore the situation offers no indication of 
immediate change. Buyers take only what they need from day 


Plums.—Movement is restricted by high prices and small 
lots available. For No. 2% California pack $1.35 is asked for 
standard grades. Extra standard No. 10s are quoted at $4.25. 


Cherries.—Only very few California sorts are available. 
All Southern pack are out of the market, with no indication 
of anything held back to come in later. The market is quiet 
and buyers are indifferent about the stock available. 


Apricots.—No change is reported. For No. 2% Califor- 
nias up to $1.70 is paid, while extra standards are quoted at 
$1.80. Sales are chiefly in small lots, but a good many in- 
quiries are received. 


Pineapples.—Movement is fairly active in some grades, 
but as a whole the situation offers no especially interesting 
features. Buyers are conservative and holders refuse to be- 
come interested unless something is done worth while. With 
buyers refusing to take anything beyond small lots the situa- 
tion is quiet. The Hawaiian stock in market is low and no 


means of replenishment exists until the new crop is ready to 
be shipped,

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Berries.—All varieties are fairly active and the market is 
strong. It is a matter of some moment to the trade to find 
that so many grades are exhausted and are no longer obtain- 
able. Business in these goods is necessarily restricted and 
prices are held firmly up to quotations. 

Salmon.—While a fair demand is noted for all varieties 
of salmon, the high prices asked has checked the movement 
somewhat. The prospect of larger export demand has had 
some influence in creating a very firm tone in the market. 
Alaska reds are offered at $2.50, which is inside for anything 
excepting large lots. Pink talls are up to $1.75. For medium 
red the market holds steady at $2.00. Cohoes are unchanged. 
In the new season shortly to open many factors expect a larger 
development of the canning business, pointing to the probable 
requirements of the world as indicative of what canners will 
have to do this season to satisfy the demand. Supplies are 
not large and heavy sales create an impression that little will 
be left when the new season opens. 


Sardines.—The situation in domestic goods is virtually 
unchanged. In some ways the market is a shade firmer, while 
in others it is merely unchanged. Holders are firm in their 
views because they have not the goods with which to satisfy 
any extraordinary demand. Foreign goods are scarce and the 
price continues high. Holders are not tempted to sell unless 
the price is made exceedingly attractive. 


Oysters.—A shade increase in trade was reported, but the 
market did not respond, excepting in a perfunctory way, and 
as this is written the improvement has about disappeared. But 
because of apparent shortage of supplies holders remain firm 
in their views and refuse to sell unless they obtain full outside 
prices. 


Tuna Fish.—The market is firm, with little or no change 
in the general situation. The supply from the Coast promises 
to be less than last year, even though more canning plants 
were projected. Apparently the run of fish is not altogether 
satisfactory and movement is restricted now because of: high 
prices and probable high prices in the future. HUDSON. 


NEWS OF NEW YORK 


Interesting Items Gathered in the Leading Market, 
About Trades and Traders 


By ‘“‘HUDSON’”’ 
Special Correspondent of ‘“‘The Canning Trade’ 


In going over the ground now, after 50,000 men have been 
called into the field and half a million are expected altogether, 
the situation looks fairly satisfactory. True, these men will 
require immense quantities of canned foods, but the difference 
between what they consume while doing military duty and 
what they do when at home will not be appreciable after the 
business becomes adjusted to the new trade channels created 
by this dislocation of community life everywhere. The problem 
will arise later, after the virtual exhaustion of stocks and it 
becomes necessary to care for the civilian population of the 
great cities as well as the military units in the field or in the 
training camps. Now, that war is declared and the training 
of more than a million men has become necessary, the outlook 
is rather better than has seemed probable at some times dur- 
ing the discussion of the possibility. In other words, now the 
trade is confronted with the actual fact, it doesn’t look so 
much like a bugaboo as it did when it was all supposition. 
Prices are not advancing unduly and most holders have suffi- 
cient stock in hand to tide them over almost any emergency. 
Bids already asked have disclosed the fact that some varieties 
of canned foods arg exhausted, but it has been easy to substi- 
tute something else in place of these varieties without injury 
to the established ration. And probably a way will be found 
to overcome such difficulties as may arise from time to time. 
The market is no more than firm and few are taking advantage 
of the conditions to force up prices. 


The trade is going over the possibility of a corner in sal- 
mon. But chinook salmon fishing begins this month, which 
will supply some of the fish needed to keep up stocks. Buyers 
are not hard to find and the market is firm without being at 
all nervous. True, the tendency is upward, vut thus far no 
advantage has been taken of conditions. Holders are asking 
good prices, but they declare that the situation justifies such 
quotations. Nor do buyers find much fault. 


The high prices asked for future tomatoes has caused de- 
mand to cease for the time. Not much business has been done 
of late. Buyers are marking time and awaiting developments. 


THE CANNING TRADE 


A letter to Griffith-Durney Company from Honolulu, says 
that the damage to the pineapple crop by recent tornadoes was 
light. Reports were circulated here which credited the storm 
with injuring a major portion of the crop. But it seems that 


this assertion is untrue and that the business is in nowise en- 
dangered. 


The call for the meeting of the Western Canners’ Associa- 
tion issued by George W. Drake, the secretary, interests the 
trade here, since it enters into conditions surrounding the 
business rather more deeply than such documents usually do. 
It seems from what he says that figures demonstrate the neces- 
sity for $10,000,000 more capital in the business this year 
than ever before. And this, of course, means a higher cost of 
production and consequently higher prices to consumers. 
Whether or not this situation is palatable the consumer will 


have to accept the facts and pay more for his goods if he hopes 
to have them. 


Some canners have put out temporary prices on the highest 
grades of eanned fruits subject to regular opening of prices 
later. It is said that the prices range about 30 per cent higher 
than last season. They have not yet been given out for publi- 
cation. One canner said the prices are merely tentative and 
were named to afford jobbers a basis upon which they might 
sell to the retail trade. 


Griffith-Durney Company has offered a few lines of canned 
fruits at the following prices, subject to the usual restrictions 
and regulations: Apricots—No. 2% extra standard, $1.55; 
No. 2% standards, $1.40; No. 2% seconds, $1.30; No. 2% 
water, $1.20; No. 10 water, $4.25; No. 10 pie, $4.00. Yellow 
Fee Peaches—No. 2% extra standard, $1.50; No. 2%4 stanard- 
ards, $1.35; No. 2% seconds, $1.25; No. 2% water, $1.15; 
No. 10 water, $3.75; No. 10 pie, $3.50. Yellow Cling Peaches— 
No. 2% extra standard, $1.65; No. 2% standards, $1.50; 
No. 2% seconds, $1.40; No. 2% water, $1.30; No. 10 water, 
$4.25; No. 10 pie, $4.00. These prices are guaranteed against 
decline, either of opening prices or in the buyers” hands. The 
trade is requested to place their orders immediately, as an ad- 
vance in prices is imminent. 


Strohmeyer & Arpe say that foreign sardines in oil con- 
tinue to sell in a satisfactory way, satisfactory from the stand- 
point of conditions and the trade as well. The high figures 
asked for the goods may restrict sales somewhat, but when 
these prices are remembered, the sale is exceedingly good. The 
foreign packer is insisting upon higher prices for future pur- 
chases, hence the opportunity to buy now offers advantages. 
They base their demands for an advance upon the fact that 
tin plate is advancing, besides it is getting extremely scarce 
in Europe, while all other raw materials entering into the 
packing of fish are advancing proportionately. The situation 
offers no indication of relief. 

The question of salmon supplies for the remainder of the 
season is coming into prominence. One firm has been quietly 
picking up all the fish it could get and now claims to be in 
control of the situation here as well as abroad. One lot of 
10,000 cases, bought for export at $1.50, was sold and the 
owner withdrew from the market, saying that he refused to 
sell at anything lower than $2.00. Some authorities declare 
that salmon will be off the market before the next pack is 
ready for distribution. But the situation may improve short- 
ly, since the chinook season opens April 15, and the obvious 
attempt to corner the market may be prevented by the arrival 
of new fish. High prices may get a set back, since the public 
is not kindly disposed toward further advances on anything, 
and a boycott has been demonstrated dangerous upon more 
than one article. Conservative members of the trade, there- 
fore, counsel moderation and suggest that prices remain about 
as they are. Further advances are quite likely to defeat the 
object they are made to bring about. 

Imports of crab meat from Japan in 1916 were 1,900,000 
pounds; 1915, 2,187,283 pounds, 1914, 2,726,663 pounds; 
1913, 2,810,863 pounds. It would have been larger last year 
if the fish had been obtainable.

A word as to the war—Jobbers slow at taking tomatoes—There will be a real clean up of 
the market—No business in.corn—Jobbers show willingness to sell peas—Salmon 
very active—The condition of business in general at this time. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, April 6th, 1917. 

Ideal Weather.—Cool, bright and clear weather pre- 
vails. Good country roads, good appetite weather and 
all the big wholesale grocery houses are busy distributing 
canned foods and other foods. There is nothing to dis- 
turb our serenity out here except the high prices and the 
prospect of having to enlist and fight the Germans. The 
war propaganda was not taken seriously here, as it pos- 
sibly should have been, and many of us hoped that our 
trouble with Germany would be settled without the mur- 
der and misery of a great war. 

I am a rather patriotic citizen of the United States, 
and by looking at the Declaration of Independence it will 
be found that the name of my tribe (Lee) was signed to 
it in two places, and we have been represented at the 
front in all the wars from Bunker Hill to Santiago, and 
yet I most deeply sympathize with our German citizens 
and citizens of German descent who are compelled by 
existing conditions to choose between their duty and loy- 
alty to this country and their love for their former home 
or their kindred. 

Their loyalty will not be found lacking, however, for 
our German citizens are industrious, enterprising, edu- 
cated, and most useful and valuable and are loyal to the 
country of their adoption. 

Canned Tomatoes.—But little has been done during 
the week. The wholesale grocers are not disposed to 
pay the prices now asked and have apparently deter- 
mined to stand pat on what supplies they have and sell 
down to the bare floor. 

They are selling their extra standard and fancy to- 
matoes, of which they have fairly good supplies, and are 
turning them out at a small advance only over the present 
price at which standards must be sold. 

They are going to have a real clean-up of stock this 


time and evidently do not intend to have any carry-over 
in canned foods. 


There is no change in the situation from last week, 
except an apparent issuance of orders to the wholesale 
grocery buyers to “stop buying.” 

Indiana canners who have not been selling futures 
are promising to make prices about April 15th to 20th 
instant. 

Canned Corn.—There is no business, neither buying 
or selling for either spot or future delivery. 


Wholesalers appear to have lost interest in the ar- 
ticle. Many of them are filling orders for extra standard 
grade with Maine corn, which cost them less than they 
can now buy standard corn for. 


This course has a very demoralizing market effect, 
and it is deplored that they are compelled by such a 


policy to abandon the regular established grading in some 
cases. 


Nothing doing in future corn; none offering, no in- 
quiries. 


Canned Peas.—But little interest is shown in spot 
peas by wholesale grocers. In fact, most of them have 
stocks that they are willing to sell at present prices, or 
even a little lower than the market price. The buying 
spirit is lacking in this article either for future or spot 
goods. 


Canned Salmon.—This article is strong and is be- 
coming urgently active. 


Offerings of No. 1 tall red Alaska at a shade under 


the market are eagerly snapped up, and pinks and cohoes 
and medium reds are wanted. 


Sockeye is in better supply and there is a fairly good 
supply of chinook salmon. 


The Market Atmosphere.—The buying is without 
spirit and all the buyers are behaving like they had been 
instructed to “stand pat, hold goods for supplying regu- 
lar trade, and buy nothing that is not needed.” 

In fact, several of the large buyers have so informed 
me. 

The reason is, I infer, for such instructions, that the 
retail grocers are finding the sale of: canned foods diffi- 
cult at the very high new range or plane of prices. 

The advances of the prices by retailers has been 
gradual and have just now begun to catch up with the 
market, and it is reported by salesmen that standard 3s 
tomatoes at 20c and standard 2s corn at 15c are not 
selling, and that retail stocks so priced are not moving. 

The buyers for wholesale houses state that retailers 
are very bashful about replenishing their stocks at pres- 
ent prices of $2.10 for standard No. 3 tomatoes and $1.60 
for No. 2 standard corn. 

There is a condition of uncertainty and doubt and 
impenetrable conditions of outlook that is restricting 
business, or, rather, beginning to do so 

On the other hand, the big mail-order houses which 
sell to consumers direct, report that trade this week is 
much improved over the last week in March, and all the 
big department stores and mail-order houses are putting 
on additional employees and advertising for male and 
female help in their various departments. All of which 
goes to show that the consumers are buying goods, and 
that a somewhat contradictory condition seems to pre- 
vail in trade circles. ~ 

Wholesale grocers as a class are nearly always pessi- 
mistic. They are dominated in their trade oftentimes by 
the banks and bankers who are always preaching con- 
servative policies, for the wholesale grocers are heavy 
borrowers. On the other hand, the mail-order houses 
and some of the department stores are generally opti- 
mistic, the result, I suppose, of being afflicted with a 
plethora of money based upon the fact that they do a 
cash in advance and over the counter business, and don’t 
have to depend so heavily on banks to help them carry a 
credit business. WRANGLER.

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| THE STANDARDIZATION OF CANNED CORN 


AN EXPLANATION OF THIS EFFORT AND 1TS NEED 
By DR. W. D,. BIGELOW 


\ BEFORE THE CORN SECTION, 


At the meeting of 
the Western Pack- 
ers’ Association in 
the Fall of 1915, 
and at the Conven- 
tion of the National 
Canners’ Association 
in 1916, Mr. McCall 
suggested the possi- 
bility of so defining 
the various grades 
of corn that they 
might be expressed 
on a mathematical 
scale based on the 
results of a labora- 
tory examination. 
His plan was tenta- 
tively outlined as 
follows: 

“In the scoring of 
canned corn 100 
points would repre- 
sent absolute perfec- 
tion in quality, 
which would seldom, 
if ever, be attained; 
therefore the com- 
mittee might decide that corn scoring 85 points and above be 
rated as Fancy grade; 70 to 85 points, Extra Standard grade; 
55 to 70 points, Standard grade, and that which scored less 
than 55 points to be ‘“‘No Grade” or “Sub-Standard,”’ or any 
other term which will identify its quality.” 

Mr. McCall also suggested tentatively that the following 
factors and respective ratings be considered:

In order that data might be secured for the study of 

the procedure suggested, Mr. McCall submitted to the labora- 
tory samples of Standard, Extra Standard and Fancy corn from 
several states. The samples included Stowell’s Evergreen, 
Narrow Grain Evergreen, Country Gentleman and Early Crosby 
varieties. 
These samples were given an exhaustive chemical exami- 
nation with the hope that some data might be secured that 
would assist in defining the different grades of corn. This hope 
was not realized to as great an extent as we might wish. Yet, 
the results suggest some thoughts that are worthy of consider- 
ation in connection with standardizing the commercial grades 
of corn. The analytical data is also of interest as a matter of 
general information. The proceedings of a recent municipal 
court case emphasize the need of reliable detailed data of this 
nature. 

In the study of the samples the following determinations 
were made: solids, sucrose (cane sugar) invert sugar, starch, 
protein, fat, crude fibre (cellulose), ash, phosphoric acid, cal- 
cium, magnesium, sodium chlorid (common salt) and acid. 

The results obtained afford no data for the judgment of 
the maturity of the corn. It was hoped that the ratio of starch 
to protein or to some other constituent might possibly vary 
with the degree of maturity of the corn, but the results ob- 
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tained from the examination of these samples give no evidence 
of such a relation. 

The crude fibre (cellulose) does not bear out the sugges- 
tion that this method might afford a means of defining more 
accurately the various grades of corn. In the samples exam- 
.ned, the average amount of crude fibre was 0.43 in Fancy 
corn, 0.49 in Extra Standard corn, and 0.46 per cent in Stand- 
ard corn. While, according to these figures, the amount of 
cellulose in the Fancy corn was very slightly lower than in 
the others, the difference was really within the limits of error 
and the method therefore offers no hope of affording a means 
of assisting in the definition of the various grades of corn. 

It was though that it might be possible to measure the 
thickness of the outer coating of a number of individual ker- 
nels, but attempts to do this were unsuccessful. 


It is probable that chemical data could be made of great 
value in giving a mathematical rating to the flavor of corn. 
It is well recognized that the flavor of this product is greatly 
influenced by the percentage of sugar and salt present. It 
might be possible, therefore, to require that Extra Standard 
corn contain at least a certain percentage of salt and a certain 
percentage of sugar, and that a higher percentage, also fixed, 
be required of fancy corn. 


I wish it distinctly understood that I am not advising the 
adoption of such standards. It is my purpose merely to point 
out, in line with Mr. McCall’s suggestion, that they are posi- 
ble and readily practicable. The question should be considered 
very carefully before such standards are adopted. The ideas 
of different packers regarding the desirable amount of salt 
and sugar, even in Fancy Corn, are at great variance. Whether 
they should be standardized is a matter of question. It is 
probable that the ratio of salt to sugar might at least be safely 
standardized. The results of this work point out very strongly 
the fact that some packers are not controlling the percentage 
of salt and sugar in their product as closely as is supopsed to 
be the case. 

For instance: we have a set of three samples put up by 
one packer—Standard Stowell’s Evergreen, Extra Standard 
Evergreen and Fancy Narrow Grain. The packer added a 
stronger brine to his Extra Standard than to his standard 
corn and to the Fancy Corn was added still stronger brine. 
Yet, the Standard corn was found to contain 2.52, the Extra 
Standard 2.94, and the Fancy, only 1.88 per cent. of sugar. 
The low sugar content of the Fancy corn is explained by the 
fact that this corn was in prime condition, very young and 
required very little brine; thereas the Standard corn was more 
mature and required a much larger quantity of brine. The 
amount of brine added to the Standard corn was so great that 
it more than made up for its weaker saccharine strength. The 
same was true of the relative salt content of these samples. 

As already stated, therefore, if it is desired to fix a 
definite value for the flavor of corn as far as possible, analyt- 
ical data will afford a very substantial basis. At the same 
time, it should be borne in mind that the mathematical basis 
fixed in this matter will be of limited value. Given the ideal 
amount of sugar and salt, there still remains an element of 
flavor which cannot be measured in mathematical terms. In 
this way a definite value can be fixed for the flavor of wine. 
Given the right amount and right proportion of alcohol, acid 
and sugar, we can tell much about the value of ordinary table 
wine. Still, there is beyond this a quality of flavor not found 
in ordinary wine—the flavor due to variety, environment, sea- 
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Coming events cast their shadows before! 
Rush your shipping orders! Do it Now. 


It may interest you to know that the 
railroads have refused to place cars for the 
past two weeks. Just consider what this 
would mean during the rush season, when 
your products were coming in fast enough 
to keep you working night and day, and 
you could not get your cans in, on acconnt 
of an embargo on the roads! Remember 
the experience we had last year! 


Take your cans in early, and don’t be 
caught. A word to the wise etc. 


There is no more important feature of 
your business, than getting in your supplies 
of cans as early as possible. The country 


is more prosperous than ever before; con- 
sequently there will be more congestion as 
the season advances, making it harder all 
the time for you to get in your supplies. 


This is a year of preparedness for the 
canner. The ones who are prepared in 
advance will triumph. There are always 
some who put off matters of this character 
*till the last minute. Don’t place yourself 
in this predicament. 


The canners who followed our advice, 
on taking in their supplies early last year, 
found it payed tenfold in contentment of 
mind and no worry.

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son, etc., which makes the wine worth $2 or $3 a bottle instead 
of 25 cents a bottle in wine of the same chemical composition. 


The same is true of corn. When we have fixed the basic 
flavor due to sugar and salt, there must remain the flavor due 
to variety, environment, season, degree of maturity, prompt- 
ness and skill in manufacture which cannot be measured in 
mathematical terms, but can only be valued by taste. 


Mr. McCall suggested that the consisten¢y of corn as de- 
termined by a viscosimeter be given a mathematical value. 
This can only be done roughly. The viscosimeter is difficult to 
use in a product of this kind. Yet it is probable that a rough 
measure of the consistency of corn may be obtained in this way. 

It seems entirely possible to fix a mathematical value for 
the cleanliness of corn and the amount of silks it contains in 
the manner suggested by Mr. McCall. 


It is also possible to measure the color and fix its value 
on a mathematical basis. In grading the color, however, care 
should be taken that we do not act too hastily. It seems alto- 
gether likely that our ideas in this matter are abnormal. The 
whitest color is often found in the percentage of the largest 
amount of starch—that is, when corn is most mature and its 
quality low as measured by commercial grade. 

On the other hand, it is well known to all that the color 
of corn is greatly increased by processing, especially in the 
youngest corn. For both of these reasons, corn of the highest 
quality is likely to be relatively dark in color. Moreover, it is 
believed by many that at least some types of canned corn grow 
lighter in color on storage. 

It would probably be better, if it were possible, to elim- 
inate the question of color altogetehr in grading corn. At the 
same time, as long as the color of corn is considered in its 
grading, it is entirely possible to fix the color on a mathemat- 
ical basis by comparison with color standards. 


Then, continuing in response to questions, the Doctor ex- 
plained the famous Oklahoma corn case, and further touched 
upon the question of a standard for canned corn, saying in his 
extemporaneous remarks: 


“If standards are adopted it would tend to standardize the 
product and the chemists in the Federal and State service 
would merely determine whether or not the product conforms 
to the standard, and I think there is no fear whatever of un- 
fairness. The committee on standards is well made up of ex- 
perienced and sensible men. You all know Dr. Frear, the 
chairman of that committee. He has spoken repeatedly at 
these meetings and he has been here this week. It is the idea 
of that committee to be in touch with various industries and 
to understand those industries before suggesting standards. 
Then tentative standards are formulated by the committee and 
distributed as widely as possible to the industries concerned 
and published in the trade papers and opportunities given for 
criticism. And those criticisms are carefully considered before 
the standards are finally adopted. 


I feel very strongly that the adoption of such standards as 
this committee is sure to finally agree on will be of benefit to 
the industries concerned fully as much as to the consumer.” 


Following Dr. Bigelow, Mr. Fitzgerald, of the N. C. A. 
Laboratories, said: 


“It seems to me that all canners ought to be anxious to 
get standards that will suit the canners and the trade, in order 
frequently a brake ought to be put on their activities so that 
that there may be some basis for action to protect the public 
and the good canners against inferior goods. If the Federal 
and State officials sit back and wait until something horrible 
happens before they take action, there is no protection for the 
public against such goods or for the good canner against com- 
petition with such goods, The trouble is inexperienced people 
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like those mentioned by Dr. Bigelow frequently take a hand in 
establishing standards. 

In every official organization there is a sort of detective 
force. Of course, if that force never detected anything, it 
would lose its job, and they find something very often and 
they won’t go too fast, and your organization has, in a way, 
attended to that. Dr. Bigelow has been on the board of Food 
Inspection, and so was Mr. Loomis. I had a most terrible 
time with Mr. Loomis; he certainly has to be shown. It would 
almost seem sometimes that the authorities are working for 
.the dishonest manufacturer, because they want it shown surely 
that there is a violation before any prosecution is instituted. 
We have kept enough people on the detective force to find the 
infraction. Then we have to satisfy the other officials before 
the prosecution is started. The trouble is that many things 
that look like violations are simply set aside, shelved, until 
they can make investigations with their methods of analysis, 
and sometimes that throws it off for monhts and months. 

Of course, I wouldn’t have every violation of the law 
prosecuted. Frequently it is an accident. If it only happens 
once in ten years, there is no great harm, but if it is going on 
right along, it is not an accident and should be prosecuted, and 
if it is going right straight along, a can taken two weeks from 
now will show the same defect that a can right now shows. 
We shouldn/t prosecute accidents, but when “‘accidents” happen. 


right straight along and regularly, I think something should 
be done.’’ 


BIG ACREAGES OF SEED PEAS IN FAR WEST. 


The following account is taken from a Spokane, Wash., daily 


yaper, and, we feel confident, will be interesting reading to many 
in our industry. 


County Farm Expert J. R. Shinn, who has been assisted by the 
chamber of commerce in a plan to extend the pea growing industry 
outside the Fairfield district has secured the loan of 1,259,272 lbs. 
of pea seed, valued at $188,890, ‘which will go to other parts of the 
county. The seed is loaned by the companies in return for con- 
tracts for the crop. This means 10,000 acres in addition to the Fair- 
field district will be seeded. The Fairfield district alone has 15,000 
acres which will be planted in peas this year. 

“The campaign to interest the large concerns of the country in 
growing seed in this section has paid abundantly,” said Mr. Shinn 
yesterday. “A campaign for this purpose was started in the fall 
of 1915 and continued during 1916. Letters were written to these 
firms and S. B. Coon, of the chamber of commerce, assisted in get- 
ting the claims of our section before the companies. 


“It was as a result of this publicity campaign that representa- 
tives of seed companies began to visit my office. Scarcely a wee 
has passed the last year but one or more of these men visited me. 
At first we wondered if any of the great number of farmers desiring 
pea contracts jwould be able to get them. After a time we won- 


dered if we would be able to supply the demands for acreage made 
by the companies. 


“Up to now I have personally assisted these representatives in 
placing over 10,000 acres.”

Co., Orange, Conn.

Rockford, 430,460 pounds, loaned by John H. Allen, Sheboy- 
gan, Wis.

Waverly, 57,492 pounds, loaned by Everett B. Clark, Milford, 
onn. 

Waverly, 261,000 pounds, loaned by D. M. Ferry, Detroit, Mich. 

“The seed loaned the farmers is the best procurable and worth 
15 cents a pound,” said Mr. Shinn. When a stake of $188,890 worth 
of seed is made it means they have faith in this section as a pea- 
growing district. 

“None of the above mentioned companies ever contracted peas 
before in this county, but the sample of peas grown here is claimed 
to be the best they can find in the United States and the yield of 
the peas as good as found in the older sections where peas have 
been grown before,

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FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
BY —

THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 


The Interstate Commerce Commission held a hearing in New 
York, beginning March 2ist, pertaining to proposed reduction by 
Trunk Lines of free time on export freight from 15 days to 5 

ays. 

Formerly, freight that was billed for export had 30 days’ free 
time at the Seaboard. About a year ago this was reduced to 15 
days, and soon afterward the same limit of time was put on freight 
that was covered by a through bill of lading. 

iThe railroads have endeavored to bring export and domestic 
shipments to about the same conditions, and have therefore made 
these reductions in free storage time. 

Thé congestion of freight, as they figure it, will be diminished 
if storage charges accrue on shipments sent to the Seaboard too far 
in advance of sailing dates. 

On. the other hand, shippers have protested the plan of endea- 
voring to treat export and domestic shipments alike, and many ship- 
pers assert that it is impossible to handle export shipments within 
the five day limit of free time. 

Mr. Sheridan attended the hearing and protested against the 
reduction, claiming that a port like Baltimore, with infrequent sail- 
ings, would lose business to New York, where the number of sail- 
ings is so much greater. 


As a result of protests shippers have made against radical 
changes in privileges of reconsignments and diversions, tariffs issued 
by the ralroads have been suspended until July 13th, pending a hear- 

ing upon the issue. 


Announcement has been made that the railroads of the country 
will make provision for movement of tin plate to can factories, so 
that food products swill not be lost through shortage of cans for 
preservation. 

While the press has credited the Secretary of Agriculture and 
the Secretary of Commerce with their activities in this matter, it 
should be kept in mind that Secretary Gorrell took the initiative and 
was very active before the Commission on Car Service of the Amer- 
ican Railway Association, in order to get this subject duly impressed 
upon the minds of that Commission, and through it have attention 
of the railroads drawn to the necessities of the case. 


The transcontinental rate subject has had renewed interest lately 
by reason of Examiner-Attorney Thurtell’s tentative report as a 
result of sundry hearings held in the West, beginning at Chicago 
November 2oth. 


Should the Commission adopt this report without change, there 
would be a discontinuance of the present low rates on beans, barley, 
canned foods, asphaltum, dried fruits and wine from California to 
the Atlantic Seaboard via the rail and water routes through the Gulf 
ports and raising the rate in order to protect intermediate territory. 

Water competition is believed to be lacking, and for this reason 
water compelled rates are not recognized. 


Increases in the rates from the East to Pacific Coast points, it 
is the opinion of this report, should be made on the basis ofthe rates 
from the East to intermediate points, such as Salt Lake City, Reno, 
Spokane, etc. 

It is too early to know what objections, if any, the railroads 
and shippers will make to these tentative findings. 

Objections to the proposed changes had to be filed by the rail- 
roads before April 2nd. 

Intermediate districts had complained to the Commission about 
the Pacific Coast rates being unduly lowered compared with rates to 
intermediate cities, and this resulted in an extended investigation, 


which was conducted by the Commission through last November 
and December. 


It will be recalled that the American-Hawaiian Steamship Co. 
and the Luckenbach Lines withdrew from the coast to coast service 
in order to enter into more profitable trades at the outbreak of the 
_ war. 


The Merchants and Miners’ Transportation Company’s discon- 
tinuance of Boston and Providence service is still said to be tempo- 
rary, and no announcement has been made to the contrary. 
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GOSSIP FROM THE CANNING STATES. 


Arkansas—A small tomato cannery at Harrison, Boone county, 
is offering the farmers $10 per ton for tomatoes, which a report 
says is the highest price ever paid in that locality. There is a 
co-operative cannery now at Leslie, Searcy county, and arrange- 
ments are pretty well under way to establish another one——Some 
interest is being manifested by farmers in the proposal to grow 
tomatoes for a new cannery to be built at Rogers. 


California—The Placentia Canning Co., of Placentia, Orange 
country, is installing machinery and equipment to produce tomato 
paste and tomato puree———The El Monte Canning Co., of El 
Monte, will replace its wooden factory with a new one of brick, 
two stories, the upper story to be used as offices——The California 
Sanitary Canning Co. was recently incorporated at Los Angeles, 
capital $100,000, of which twenty thousand dollars has been sub- 
scribed. Joe and George Shapiro are interested——C. D. Brown, 
of the Growers’ Asociation, and W. N. Bradbury, of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Escondido, San Diego county, are investigating with 
a view to establishing a cannery——The Pratt-Lowe Preserving 
Co., of Santa Clara, are rushing work on their new addition which 
will be used for packing tomatoes———A factory for the canning 
of tomatoes is under consideration at Fullerton, Orange county. E. 
K. Benchley seems to be the interested party. 


Canada—A Mr. Chapman has succeeded J. A. Black as manar 
ger of the Niagara Falls (Ont.) branch of the Dominion Canners, 
Limited. Larger quarters for the help are being constructed. 


Delaware—Steps have been taken by interested parties to have 
the old Pancoast factory, in New Castle county, operated under the 
direction of a receiver. The Pancoast Canning Co. has been in- 
operative for sometime, but the factory apparently was leased. 


Georgia—W. H. Baxley is endeavoring to interest farmers and 
business men of Charlton county in the establishment of a cannery 


at Folkston. If they are successful it will be on the co-operative 
plan. 


Illinois—The American Mutual Products and Canning Co., of 
Chicago, has been incorporated, the intention being to enter the can- 
ning business. Samuel J. Babcock, of Chicago, is interested. 


Indiana—The Rider Packing Co., of Crothersville, is building 
a branch factory at Seymour, Jackson county,this being their sec- 
ond branch in that county;:——The Twin City Grocery Co., of Elk- 
hart, is reported to be furnishing the capital for building and op- 
erating a new factory at Bristol, Elkhart county——-The Dyer 
Products Co., formerly the Indiana Canning Co., located at Evans- 
ville, Ind., have completed their improvements. They will special- 
ize on pork and beans, and also put up some catsup——The old 
factory at Frankfort, Clinton county, has been bought by a concern 
of Kempton, Tipton county, according to report. The purchaser is 
referred to as the Kempton Canning Co.—The Fame Canning 
Co. (whose fame has not reached us yet) is reported to have in- 
creased its capital stock from five thousand to five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Offices are at Greenwood, Ind., according to the re- 
port——The Butterfield Canning Co., of Muncie, will erect a branch 
factory at Albany, Delaware county, if the farmers will contract 
sufficient tomato acreage—-The Caar Canning Co is the name of 
a new concern to be located at Redkey, Jay county The backers 
were formerly in the elevator business Heres’ hoping they don’t 
forget their change and “go up!”

Kentucky—lIt is reported the J T Polk Company will establish 
another branch in Carlisle county, and the town of Arlington is 
making a strong bid. The Tomato Growers’ Association met re- 
cently for the purpose of securing the new plant.

The California Market 


Heavy frosts have damaged some fruits—Asparagus also held back— Futures show a record 
demand and most packs are now sold out—Some packers have withdrawn prices— 
Spot tomatoes very scarce—Salmon nearly exhausted—Milk makes a further advance 


—Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisoc, April 6th, 1916. 

Frost Damage.—Cold weather continues to prevail 
throughout California and in some sections there have been 
killing frosts that have done marked damage to deciduous 
fruits. The full extent of this damage cannot be ascertained 
for several weeks, but it has apparently been sufficient to blast 
all hopes of a record breaking crop of apricots or peaches. The 
former have been especially hard hit and the outlook is for a 
pack below the normal. The blossoming season has been de- 
layed for at least two weeks and the danger period will not 
be over until well along in May. The cold weather, coupled 
with the lack of late rain, has also delayed the season on 
asparagus, and packing will not be well under way before 


the middle of April, which makes it seem likely that the out- 
put will be below early estimates. 


Futures in Record Demand.—The early demand for Cali- 
fornia canned products is beyond all precedent and it seems 
as though a shortage on pracically everything packed in this 
State is inevitable. The estimated pack of tomatoes has been 
sold six months in advance of the commencement of packing 
operations, and before a plant has been placed in the field the 
pack of asparagus has been fully sold up; and Hawaiian pine- 
apple, which is handled largely in conjunction with California 
fruits is off the market. The same thing promises to happen 
to the general. lines of fruits as soon as opening prices are 
announced, the tentative orders placed being sufficiently large 
even now to cover the estimated pack of some varieties. The 
California Packing Corporation has withdrawn the tentative 
quotations recently issued on a few of the higher grades and 
will not accept further business until conditions have become 
more settled. The quotations were made on account of the 
shortage of spot stocks and the persistent demand of the job- 
bing trade for futures. It has been the custom of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association and the other concerns mak- 
ing up the big merger, to quote opening rates in May or June, 
when crop conditions are fairly well settled, and assurance is 
given that prices will be announced this year as early as pos- 
sible. Last year deliveries were made in full on the more 
important grades of all varieties and it is the intention to sell 
conservatively this season against expected pack and make 
similar deliveries. Considerable business is now being refused, 
much of it from old customers, on asparagus and pineapple, 


the estimated pack having been sold before these orders were 
received. 


Tomatoes.—The tomato market continues without change, 
the outstanding feature being the scarcity of spot stocks. 
Standards are no longer to be had in full carload lots and sales 
are now being made in similar lots at $1.45 for the No. 2% 
size. Prices have advanced slightly on solid pack which is 
how quoted at $1.55 for No. 2%; $1.65 for No. 3 and $5.00 


for No. 10. It is almost impossible to secure stocks of No. 10 
Standards. 

Canned Salmon.—Canned Salmon is in exceedingly low 
supply in this market and prices are becoming largely nominal. 
It is reported here that a shipment of 10,000 cases of pink 
salmon was sold recently in transit to New York at $1.45 a 
dozen, but smaller lots have changed hands here at 10 cents 
higher. Alaska reds are quoted at $2.25; medium red at $1.90, 
and chums at $1.35. 


Milk Advances.—Durisg the past week almost all brands 
of canned milk were advanced in price 25 cents, and quotations 


now range around $4.15. The advances are attributed to the 
unusually high price of butter at this season of the year and 
the serious situation of the tin-plate market. 

Oriental Beans Arrive.—Four full trainloads of beans 
from the Orient, valued at $1,000,000, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco recently, to be shipped to New York. Other large ship- 
ments are coming from Japan, but these have not affected the 
quotations on California beans so far. 

Coast Notes.—A public hearing was held last week in 
San Francisco by the State Industrial Welfare Commission to 
act upon the proposal to inaugurate an eight-hour day for 
women and minors in the canning industry, but the proposi- 
tion met with such a marked opposition from canners and 
their representatives that the Commission withdrew its pro- 
posal. The opposition to the eight-hour day was based on the 
limited supply of labor available in California and the rush 
work required to handle the perishable articles packed. Under 
the present conditions a ten-hour day prevails, with a mini- 


mum wage of 16 cents an hour, to which most canners have 
no objection. 


San Francisco merchants are taking steps toward the es- 
tablishment of their own line of steamers between Pacific and 
Atlantic ports for the puropse of meeting a threatened increase 
in transcontinental freight rates by demonstrating that ocean 
competition is a fact. At a meeting of the local Chamber of 
Commerce, Isidor Jacobs, president of the California Canneries 
Company, declared that ships were available if merchants were 
willing to pay for them and urged immediate action. The 
Chamber of Commerce has also gone on record as being op- 
posed to the proposed order of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission eliminating terminal freight rates and has sent a pro- 
test to Washington. Should this order become effective such 
cities as San Francisco and New York would suffer as jobbing 
centers. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association has commenced to send 
its sailing fleet to Alaskan waters with cannery supplies and 
fishermen, and by the end of April the local harbor will be 
entirely deserted. Every effort will be made to put up a large 


. pack of salmon this season, as there will be a market for all 


that can be put up, but even should the run of fish prove to 
be heavy, it will not be possible to increase the output mate- 
rially over that of recent seasons, owing to the scarcity of labor 
and tin plate. 


The prune and apricot growers of California are forming 
an organization under the auspices of the State Market Director 
to market their crops on a co-operative basis. The association 
is being promoted along the lines of the Raisin Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, which have met with signal success. 

The Santa Cruz Fish Cannery Corporation has awarded a 
contract for the construction of a fish cannery at Santa Cruz, 
Cal., and work on this will be rushed in order to have it in 
readiness for this season’s run of fish. 


The Kingsbury Canning Company has been incorporated 
at Fresno, Cal., with a capital stock of $50,000, by W. S. 
Mudd, W. C. Mudd, J. G. Nelson, G. D. McNeil and H.-A. Her- 
mert. 

The California Sanitary Canning Company has been incor- 
porated at Los Angeles, Cal., by H. Laub, J. Shapiro and G. 
Shapiro, with a capital stock of $100,000. 

Frank L. Warner, selling agent of the Franco-American 
Food Co., has returned to San Francisco from an Eastern trip, 
accompanied by his bride of a few weeks. 


L. H. Emery is erecting a tomato cannery at Lindsay, 
Cal., and has disposed of all the tomatoes that can be packed 
this year. A large acreage will be planted at Lindsay, Porter- 
ville and Woodlake.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The die is cast and we are now at war. 


And now let every good man and true rally to the 
support of his country, helping in some way or another 
to make the fight a fast and furious one, if you will, so 
that it will be ended quickly. For nothing will increase 
the suffering and deprivations like a long-drawn-out, 
halting or hesitating war. 


Bear this admonition of Mr. S. A. Williams in mind: 


“At this time it should be understood we 
are neither Democrats nor Republicans. It has 
been well said that we are either Americans or 
traitors. The time has come to draw the line 
between those inteTested in protecting and pre- 
serving the honor of our country and those who 
want to criticize the Government. I do not care 
what we have thought during the last few years 
with reference to the conduct of our Govern- 
ment, Or how we have criticized it, the time 
has come to lay criticism aside and to stand 


shoulder to shoulder with the President in the 
defense of our country.” 


The part the canned food packers of this country 
must play is an all important one, and from our acquaint- 
ance with the men in this industry we know that they 
will measure up fully to all expectations. They cannot, 
however, work alone in this, but must have the co-opera- 
tion of the supply men and of the growers. As to the 
former, absolute dependence may be placed in them, and 
when the growers see that their share in upholding the 
honor of the country is to furnish the raw materials, 
they will respond in the right way. 


It is not out of place to here remind all that Con- 
gress has recently passed laws which enable the Gov- 
ernment to purchase its war requirements at a fair valu- 
ation. That is to say, that if after asking for bids upon 
supplies the prices quoted show a too high percentage 
of profit, the Government may offer the contracts at its 
own prices, which will cover cost plus a fair profit, and 
upon failure of the producers to deliver the goods, the 
Government may commandeer the plants and produce 
the goods. Already this alternative has been placed be- 
fore one concern, and it undoubtedly will be used in 
many instances, unless the manufacturers show the right 
spirit, of being willing to help the Government in its re- 
quirements, upon a fair basis of profit. 

In other words, there will be no huge war-time 
profits permitted on anything from soup to super-dread- 
naughts, and no corners on foods or furnishings to ex- 
tort blood money from the Government while in the 
stress of war. And there is no patriotic man in the 
country who will fait to heartily agree with this atti- 
tude. For it does not mean that the producer will be 
forced to sell his products at or below the cost of produc- 
tion, but that no one will be allowed to make a greater 
proportion of profit out of the Government, in its time 
of trouble, than he could have made in the ordinary 
channels of commerce in normal times. 


The canners of the country are faced with a most 
serious situation. Tin plate for cans is by no means a 
certainty, though we hope that you took our advice last 
week to urge your representatives at Washington to pass 
the necessary legislation to place an embargo upon the 
export of tin plate intended for other than food purposes. 
The National Canners’ Association, through Secretary 
Gorrell, has been of inestimable value to you in this, and 
has as well performed a real patriotic duty in bringing 
the Government to a full realization of the importance 
of the canned foods industry, and of the urgent necessity 
of a sufficient and continuous supply of tin plate. li 
this object be attained, together with the already ac- 
complished lifting of the embargoes on canners’ sup- 
plies of all kinds, as well as upon canned foods, the sit- 
uation will be greatly relieved, in fact, we might well 
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say, Saved. This would have been impossible of attain- 
ment if there had been no National Association. 


But there will still be one serious feature to work out, 
and that is the question of a sufficient labor supply. The 
Government needs thousands upon thousands of men 
for the army and navy and for various other branches 
of service, and it must get them. The enlistment from 
our industry should compare well with any other indus- 
try, and we sincerely hope it will. It is hard to understand 
how any red-blooded man eligible to serve, can remain 
deaf to the cry of help from his mother—his country. So 
that there will certainly be a great scarcity of labor in all 


sections, both male and female, and something must be 
done to obviate this. 


We have thought that it might be well for the Gov- 
ernment to use some of its enlisted men, who will be 
lying idle in camps all summer, in this cannery work. 
They might be tolled off in squads of the necerssay num- 
ber, conveyed by auto to the cannery and brought back, 
and worked in relays so as not to interfer with drill duty, 
etc., and would always be within quick call in case of 
emergency. The camps might be located with an idea 
to this end, and as the packing season would cover but 


a few months at most, the interruption to regular mili- 
tary duty would be brief at the worst. And we believe 
the men would relish it as compared with lying idle in 
camp. 
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And the women, who are showing a great desire to 
help the good cause, could not do better, or do a more 
motherly act, than help prepare the food to feed the 
soldiers. This they could do by helping in the canneries. 
Here is work for the Women’s Auxiliary, in spreading 
interest in this movement, that clubs or branches may be 
formed in every cannery community and become trained 
and familiar with the work before the rush season comes 
on. 


WHY SINGLE OUT CANNED FOODS? 


The Soil Improvement Committee recently sent out advice to 
all to “Have a garden this year,” and pointed out the high costs of 
all foods, but, it seems to us, unnecessarily emphasized canned 
foods advances. The article says: 

“That the majority of people have heretofore overlooked or 
forgotten the value of gardens is indicated by the rapidity with 
which the idea of vacant lot and backyard gardening in cities has 
sprung into prominence since the rapid rise in the prices of food 
products. Vegetables, and especally canned goods, are unusually 
high in price, and gardens will do more than ever before to cut 
down the cost of living.- Properly cared for, a small plot or garden 
will supply enough’ vegetables for the average family. Good seed, 
proper cultural methods, plant food, preferably in the form of both 
manure and fertilizers, and a few garden tools .are all that are 


needed to make a start in the gardening industry for home use.” 
Yes, but the finish? ‘The start is all right, but most “home grown” 
vegetables are more costly than economical.

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Seattle Salmon Market 


Demand for salmon as a ration important, but very little spot to meet it—Even jobbers 
cannot furnish this requirement—Price no longer a consideration in the market— 
Outlook for future Salmon now very bright—Gray fish to be packed—Notes of the 


fruit canning business. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, Wash., April 6, 1917. 

Salmon.—The war preparations have had an extremely 
stimulating influence on the local canned salmon situation. 
Brokers have had many inquiries as to what they are in a 
position to do in the way of supplying eanned salmon as an 
army and navy ration. At present, of course, they cannot do 
anything worth mentioning. What little salmon is available 
would cut no figure in rationing the nation’s fighting men. 
Nor is the salmon, to be found anywhere in the United States, 
for the bulk of it has gone out of the country, mostly to Eng- 
land. In years past it has frequently happened that when 
packers were out of fish jobbers and distributors had large 
supplies. This is not the situation here today. There is no 
doubt but that prices all the way from ten to fifteen cents, pos- 
sibly more, could be obtained for canned salmon for prompt 
delivery, were same available.- Just like many other commod- 
ities, there is no market on canned salmon. Price is not the 
important thing. In fact, it cuts very little ice. 

In the face of the present demand and the possibility that 
the United States Government will be in the market for canned 
salmon out of the new pack, canners and brokers generally are 
very bullish in their ideas and not inclined to close contracts, 
even on the basis of prevailing prices. In fact, the situation 
ig very uncertain, but looks good to most packers or to any- 
body who has fish to sell or who expects to have a supply. As 
matters now stand, the sentiment of the trade here is that 
prices cannot be lower, and that a good stiff demand from the 


Government will keep values right up at a good level through- 
out the year. 


Gray Fish.—The car situation is not improving at all, not- 


withstanding that railroad officials had stated that the situa- 
tion would show improvement by this time. 


Largely as an experiment, the Booth Fisheries Company 
is planning to pack gray fish at its Anacortes (Wash.) can- 
nery. Should the experiment prove as successful as the officers 
of the company anticipate, it is announced that the company 
will put up a plant exclusively for the canning of this fish. 

The packing of gray fish is something new in Puget 
Sound. The fish abounds in great quantities. Heretofore, 
however, packers have not considered the fish a commercial 
possibility. The United States Bureau of Fisheries, however, 
interested itself in this fish, A number of tests were made. 
Some of the fish were canned and carefully tested for food 
value, taste, texture, appearance, etc. The Government came 
out strong for this fish. A summary of its finding was pub- 
lished in the Seattle market report of The Canning Trade. 
Briefly, the Government found that the food value was very 


high as compared with other fish and that really the product 
was very delectable. 


The first real attempt to can this fish in commercial quan- 
‘tities will be made by the Booth Fisheries Company, which is 
prepared to give the product a fair test under favorable condi- 
tions. The canning will be done in connection with the com- 


pany’s mild-curing plant at Anacortes, which will be managed 
this year by William P. McCracken. 


The gray fish has for years been known as the dog sal- 
mon. There is no reason why the fish should be called a dog 
salmon as far as anyone knows, except possibly because it is 
a very large species of salmon. For some reason, probably for 
about the same reason that tomatoes were once considered 


unfit for food in some sections, this fish popularly was sup- 
posed to be unfit for food. The Government completely ex- 
ploded this theory and officially changed the name of the spe- 


cies to gray fish, under which title it will now be canned and 
marketed, with reasonable expectations of success. 


Fruit.—Libby, McNeill & Libby have purchased the va- 
cant plant of the old West Coast Wire Rope Company, at Kent, 
Wash., between Seattle and Tacoma, and will equip it as a can- 
nery. It is stated that the first unit to be established will be 
a pickle and kraut department. The contract for making the 
installation has been let to F. J. Leonard, of Spokane. This 
company also has the contract to build a cannery near North 
Yakima, Wash. 

The deal for the sale of the Puyallup canneries to a com- 
pany said to be the California Packers’ Association, has not yet 
been consummated. The deal hangs fire over the unwillingness 
of the stockholders of tha Puyallup plant, all farmers, to con- 
tract their berry crop for as long as a ten-year period, the time 
that the purchasers require. A statement setting forth the 
attitude of the stockholders on this matter has been submitted 
to the people endeavoring to buy the plant. Referring to the 
berry situation, this statement says: “Of course, prices are 
higher here (Puyallup, Wash.) than they are in California for 
two reasons. First and foremost, is the quality of the berries 
grown in the Puyallup Valley. Second, is the fact that the 
growers here have an organization of their own and can con- 
duct their own canning business at quite satisfactory prices 
and there would be no object in disposing of these plants un- 
less it could be done to better their present conditions. Some 
of the members thought that ten years is too long a period for 
fruit contract to run. Some feel that the prices should be 
adjusted at the end of the first five years. Prices may be 
higher or they may be lower at the end of five years. Nobody 
can tell and many of our members object to tying up on so 
long a contract; even a deal involving $250,000 should not be 
considered too hastily.’ “SALMON.” 


LOBSTER EXPORT PROSPECTS IN NEW 
BRUNSWICK. 


(Consul E. Verne Richardson, Moncton, New Brunswick, 
Canada, March 7.) 


_ With reference to a recently announced prohibition of lobster 
imports into Great Britain (reference to which was made in Com- 
merce Reports for March 8) it is now explained that the prohibi- 
tion has been reduced to a 50 per cent. restriction. One of the larg- 
est lobster packers in this district remarked of the lobster industry 
after a visit of inquiry to Ottawa: 

“The annual export from the maritime provinces is placed at 
60,000 cases, with a total value of about $2,500,000. This means that 
next year about 30,000 cases of canned lobsters will be sent over- 
seas from the maritime provinces, and at present market prices, 
with a net value of about $1,250,000. This will in a large measure 
relieve the situation on the lobster market and the lobster fishermen 
and packers greet the n@w arrangement with some satisfaction. 

Regarding the consumption of the additional 30,000 cases in 
other markets, it was pointed out that the domestic consumption of 
canned lobsters was increasing at present, owing to the general 
healthy condition of business in Canada. The opinion was also ex- 
pressed that the United States market would consume more Cana- 
dian lobsters next year than heretofore. 

During the calendar year 1916 canned lobster for which consu- 
lar invoices were certified at the American consulate at Moncton 
for shipment to the United States totaled 122,902 pounds, valued at 
$51,755. In 1915 the figures were 108,296 pounds, valued at $48,028. 
The average weight of a case of canned lobster as here packed is 
48 pounds gross, 36 pounds net.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. . 

BALTIMORE, MD. 
: Baltimore, Md., April 7th, 1917. 

In the first two or three days of this week the market was 
again active in future Tomatoes, and the buying was strong enough 
to cause an advance over the closing prices of last week, but after 
those orders were placed there was little new business developed, 
comparatively, and the advance halted. The pace has been very 
rapid since the first of the year, with but one or two light reactions, 
and conservative opinion leans rather toward caution in making 
further commitments until the general situation and outlook are 
sufficiently clarified to warrant it. The basic conditions will not be 
weakened, on the contrary, they are strengthened by conservative 
action on the part of both sellers and buyers, and, anyway, it is 
high time for a breathing spell. Of, course, it is the aim of all 
manufacturers as well as merchants, to obtain as much money for 
their wares as the traffic will bear, and a fresh buying movement 
would cause a further advance in the quotations. How far the 
jobbers will go during the month of April in buying future to- 
matoes remains to be seen, but they have shown such remarkable 
confidence in the outlook to date that they are likely to reverse their 
judgment. The situation as to tinplate and empty cans for use in 
the canning season has not improved this week. 


Spot Tomatoes are strong, though less active than they were 
last week. Rumors of large buying by the Government for the 
use of the army and navy are in circulation, but, if true, we are 
frank enough to say that the orders are not coming our- way, at 
least not directly. The buying last week may have been in antici- 
pation of such business, but, so far as we know, the tomatoes were 
shipped direct to jobbers who need them for local distribution. 
The high cost does not seem to stop the consumption of them. 
Cover your wants for the next two months. 


The stocks of canned vegetables held here are so very small 
that the prices are getting to be merely nominal. This is especially 
true of string beans. Wax beans are entirely out, and the stock 
of pole lima beans is negligible. Peas are active in small lots and 
will be cleaned up before the new crop arrives. Spot corn is still 
being bought at what seems to be prohibitive prices, and future corn 
would be active if there were any sellers anxious to do business. 
Spot and future sauer kraut is one of the very .strongest articles 
in the list. Sweet potatoes, both spot and future, find more pur- 
chasers. Spot spinach is so closely sold up that the prices are nom- 
inal, and the jobbers are naw interested in it for delivery in May 
and June, when packed. Mixed vegetables for soup in a popular 
article. Send us your orders for canned vegetables. 

Note on the last Page our additional quotations on pineapples 
for shipment out of the new pack, when ready. They are attract- 
ing attention. Spot pineapples are nearly sold out. Blackberries 
were sold out this week and gooseberries are almost out. Straw- 
berries is about the only berry left here, and there are only three 
or four grades of them obtainable. Pears and apples are selling 
in little lots just now. 


Note advance in cove oysters this week, account light stocks. 
Crushed oyster shells are firmer though unchanged. The canning
